capital city, Bisma rck. The country along tbe 
railroad, for a stretch of a hundred miles 
through the finest country of the far famed 
Nor^h Dakota, shows evidence of thrif^ and 
enterprise on every hand. The comfortable 
residences and capa nous barns of the farmers 


the place of the pioneer 
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are rapidly taking 
s i jck of only a yeai ago, and tbe innumerable 
stacks of wheat show that tbe husbandman has 
not been idle during seed time and harvest. 
The various stations along the Northern Pacific 
are provided with freight cars loaded and being 
loaded with grain for shipment to market. 


The two principal towns between Jamestown 


and Bismarck are the two rival towns of Kidder 
county, Dawson and'Steele, eight miles apart. 
The former contains an elegant new hotel and 
numerous business and residence edifices, which 
show enterprise on the part of the people and 
faith in the future of the town and country 
around. Steele, situated in the same beautiful 
and fertile highland valley, ia tbe county seat, 
provided with a fine bnck court house and 
other public and private edifices to match. 


Coming into the Missouri river valley the 


farm residences increase in number, and the 
immense fields of stubble from which the har- 
vest has been gathered, with here and there A 
patch of corn still almost entirely unbleached 
by frost, planted as an experiment and proved 
successful, are views that come within range of 
a single glance of the eye in almost every 
direction. The site of Bismarck is a beautiful 
one, on the south or sunny side of a graceful 
slope, afording the most perfect and natural 
drainage, and giving from every residence in 
the city a view to thej south over an immense 
range of country, the vision ending in that 
direction with the elevation on the opposite side 
of the Missouri river which there makes & curve 
to tbe southeast, the distance appearing to be 
three or fonr miles, bnt which is really thirteen, 
all of which distance the people can sit at their 
windows and watch the steamboats as they ply 
np and down the longest navigable river in the 
world, while far ont to the east may be seen the 
most beautiful farming country on the conti- 
nent in countless thousands of acres. West and 
south of the city can be seen several thousand 
acres of heavy timber in a body along the river, 
and five miles to the s inthweE t fort Abraham 
Lincoln, on the opposite bluff of the river, 
looming np to view. 


While several splendid brick blocks and 


numerous palatial residences have been built 
the past summer, which in and of themselves 
are unmistakable evidences of thrift and enter-

which stands on the elevation on the north side 
of the city, a massive,! magnificent and enduring 
monument to the heroic enterprise of the 
people of Bismarck and Bnrleigfi county, of the 
yew Io33, who contributed ont of their own 
pockets 'one hundred thousand dollars in ca h 
and donated three hundred and twenty acres of 
land, from which by judicious management five 
hundred thousand dollars more may be realized 
in the coarse of a few years. The capitol 
bnilding is a model of architectural beanty and 
ia built from foundation to dome in the moat 
substantial manner. The governor's office and 
those of the several departments are large, con- 
venient and elegant, ocinpying the firat floor. 
1'he second floor is occupied by committee 
rooms on the east side and -on the west by the 
representative hall, which is a 1-rge and well 
lighted room, provided with a gul&ry capable»f 
Beating several hundred persona comfortably. 
This room is designed ultimately to be the 
ouncil or senate'chamber, when the south wirg 
shall have been built, but for the present the 
conncil chamber will be an elegant and spacious 
room in the northeast part of the third stoiy, 
which is ultimately designed for the supreme 
court room 
There is nothing shoddy in tae 


construction, nor is thfere useless ornamentation, 
but the whole is designed and built with a view 
to permanence and useful elegance, and when 
finally and fully completed will compare favor- 
ably with any of the state houses in the western 
states and surpass many of them, without any 
cost to the people in the way of taxes. 


The new North Dakota penitentiary just com- 


pleted ont about a mile east of the city is a 
handsome and substantial bnilding, small as 
yet, bnt large enough to accommodate all pres 
ent necessities. It is on a beautiful site capa- 
ble of being enlarged to suit any reasonable 
contingency of time and crime. 


There is perhaps no locality in the territory 


-that has been more tin justly and persistently 
slandered by press and people than Bismarck, 
and this misrepresentation baa in past years 
retarded her growth somewhat. The impression 
has been given ont and prevails all over the 
conntrj east that Bismarck is on the low, sandy 


' bottom lands of tbe Missouri river, unfit for 


the habitation of anything bat wharf rats and 
steamboat roughs, while the fact ia that it is 
situated on the upland, on a beautiful slope to 
the south, with streets that are never troubled 
with mud and no more sand than is found in 
the ordinary gcod agricultural lands of the 
western states. The soil is adapted to growing 
trees, many of the older residences being shaded 
with forest trees froaa twenty to forty feet in 
height, and by giving attention to planting 
trees Bismarck in a few yean will be a city of 
shaded atreete and embowered walks, without 
whieh some of the moat beautiful towns and 
cities of New England would be far more unin- 
viting and desolate looking than the most bar- 
ren butte in the northwest.

length they did, and it now seems to have 
lost all attraction for them. A striking proof

jurlesque company in existence here Doubt- 
less one reason of this is that the perform-- 
ance of the less objectionable French comic 
operas, which has become so general of late 
years, has taken the place of burlesque. It 
has all the features that made the latter at- 
tractive—beautiful women, broad fun, rapid 
action and rich, picturesque costumes while~ 
the infinitely better quality of its music 
draws a class of patrons who found nothing 
to interest i Lem in burlesque. It is ^ot a 
matter for regiet that this latter style of 
burlesque is extinct.

The fire Foxday morning at daybreak was 


equally well managed by the fire department. It 
had got under good headway. The incendiary 
bad done his work well. Fire wa,s set in three 
places, and when discovered the blaze was 
ascending the, side of the building between it 
and Jloorhouse's hardware store. Another blaze 
waa alao working its way np the east side of. the 
building, and, the basement was a perfect fur- 
nace. The bljaze had also crept along under the 
dining room [floor, and had it found a vent 
would have leaped np through and nothing 
conld bave saved the building. It is in such 
instances as these that the Babcock extinguisher 
doea its work. The stream was turned upon the 
blaze from below, and although it was impos- 
sible to reach all over the burning district the 
gaa generated, penetrated every crack and 
crevice and smothered the fire.

tight from the company to use water from the 
tank in case ot fire. All the expense the city 
will be at is the laying of this pipe, the cost 
of which will not exceed $400.

movements executed in the recent nilitary drill 
at Fargo says:

The 
various evolutions were perform) id with the 
utmost grace ind ease, and the most intricate 
movements executed with a promptness and 
precision that was equally creditable to the 
company and its commander. Doling the con- 
test there waa bnt one error in the foot maneu- 
vers, and in the manual the only one noted 
consisted in the omission of three I movements, 
which were afterwards executed. With these 
exeptions toe drill was almost perfect. Capt. 
Bennett's voice is admirably adapted to com- 
mand, and from the performances of his com- 
pany, it could be easily seen that he is none the 
less familiar with the tactics for bis long retire- 
ment from a stive army service.
